The Housing Authority is attTi- 
buting part of the blame on the 
hot water problem to the indi- 
vidual washing machines tenants 
are putting into their units. 

“We have So manv tenants 
installing washing machines， 让 
has made our equipment under- 
sized. When so many people use 让 
at the same time, it drains all the 
hot water and it takes time to 
recover,” said Richard Wright， 
Chief of Maintenance. 

“In those days (when the boilers 
for both hot water and heat were 
installed) we did not have indivi- 
dual washing machines in the 
units. ”continued Wright. “Its 
just a question of money， Tve 
installed new heaters in 795 
Pacific and weve rebuilt two 
heaters. TI cant change the whole 
svstem at one time. We just dont 
havethe money.” 

But Ed Lee of the Law Caucus 
does not accept the lack of money 
as an adequate excuse.， 


ADEQUATE 

“We cant accept that IThe 
people are still paying rent for 
adequate living quarters， Said 
Lee. 

The Housing Authority is also 
saving that the residents may not 
be informed of section 707 of the 
housing code. Section 707 requires 
the owner of a building to give 11 
hours of heat and only between 
the hours of 6:00 a.m， to mid- 
night 

Again 匡 d Lee puts the blame 
back onto the Housing Authority， 
Lee thinks that the 了 Housing 
Authority should have made this 
law clear to the tenants when they 
Signed their contracts. 

It is expected that the Public 
Housing Tenants Association will 
ask for individual forms of com- 
Plaints from each resident who 
signed the petition. SENLA and 
the Asian Law Caucus will give 
the Housing Authority reasonable 
time to act， If nothing significant 
is done，a rent strike will be

So Chung Talks About 
Changes in 3 Decades

SANERANCISCO 一 So Chung 
has lived in the International 
Hotel since 1947. As one of the 
longest tenants of the hotel, he has 
seen the hotel change and has 
directly felt the tension of the day 


”to day struggle of theInternational 


Hotels eight year fight against 
eviction . 

He recallsthat in 1947, when he 
first moved into the hotel，the 
tenants were young and old 
Chinese，Filipino，black，white 
and Mexican workers. By the mid- 
60's the hotel evolved into what 让 
is today 一 a low rent building of 
predominantly Chinese and 
Filipino tenants. 

He came here from China in 
1945 and was employed on a 
commercial ship as a seamen ti 
1947， He then went on to odds 
and ends, such as being a busboy， 
a dishwasher，a painter，or what- 
ever he could find. 

But it was in 1968 when his life 
reallv -changed，While painting 
Chung fell off a ladder and broke 
his leg. 

“My walking has not been the 
Same since then,” says Chung.“I 
couldnt work so I had to live on 
$100 welfare checks.” 

卫 VICTION 

It was also in “68 when the 
Milton Meyer Company bought 
the International Hotel and at- 
tempted to evict them . 

“Because my leg was broken, I 
was all for moving out,”recalls 
Chung. “But everybody else 
wanted to stay,，so TI changed my 
mind. ”Chung explains thatthis 
broken leg made him unsure of the 
Situation . 

Then in 1969 Chung remembers 
the 2 a.m. fire that broke out in 
one corner of the second floor. His 
room was in the opposite side of 
the buildqing so at the sound of the 
fire alarm he was able to escape by 
the back stairs uninjured.， How- 
ever, three people did die in the 
fire.， 

Presently he lives on a monthly 
$160 social security check. Forty- 
five dollars of the check goes to 


pay for his rent and the rest is 
mostly spent on food. 

He usually goes to the -cheap 
restaurants around the place.”On 
other days he may go to his friend 
for dinner，When he cooks at 
home he cooks eggs; anything he 
eats is just to fill his stomach . 

In his free time he goes to Ports- 
mouth Square to walk around and 
do exercises. Occasionally he may 
treat himself to a movie. 

GETTING OLD 
“Tm getting old and have lived 
here for a_ long time The rent 
outside is more expensive than 
here. I want to retain this privi- 
lege，Chung says， 

“Its not fair because as Soon as 
Four Seas bought this building， 
thev try to evict us. They should 
have given us time and money to 
find another Place,” elaborates 
Chung. 

Chung doesnt understand al] 
the _ court proceedings and only 
does what Joe Diones， the 
manager of the hotel says. He goes 
to the tenants meetings and gets a 
general idea of whats going on. 

He doesnt like all of what 
Diones is doing，but does not 
know what the situation would be 
without Diones. 

“TI have no Place to go, no Place 
to move,”said Chung about the 
eviction.“If someone offered me a 
Place to go,，I would move. If I 
could stay here one more day,，I 
would stavV， 

“This is such a high density 
Place, it would be difficujlt to find 
aplace. If worse comes to worse, 工 
would go to jail to stay there.” 

“By myself，I am powerless,”

said Chung.

New U.S. Policy on China

The death of Mao Tse-tung has -given 
sudden Urgency to a debate in the ranks 
of this country's China experts about how 
the Unmnited States Should proceed in at- 
tempting to normalize relations with Pek- 
ing- 

Among Governiment policy planners and 
Wider circles of scholars and“think tank” 
Specialists who often consult with:official 
pojicymakers，'two Specific issues are 
Under close Scrutiny: the Search for a 
workable formula to reconciie this coun- 
try'Ss commitment to Taiwan after some 
future recognition of China, and the pos- 
Sibijity of easing into some form of mili- 
tary cooperation with Peking，throush 
Sales of strategic technology or even mili- 
tary materiel. 

The latest formal entry into the debate 
is a paper prepared by 3 Harvard law 
professor，Jerome A. Cohen，contained in 
the October issue of Foreign Affairs quar- 
terly，published today，entitled “A China 
Policy for the Next Administration-” 

MT. Cohen has been 3a consultant on 
China policy to the Democratic Presiden- 
tial candidate，Jimmy Carter，though the 
author stressed in an interview that there 
was no claim that MT. Carter concurred 
in' the policy proposals put forward in 
the article. The paper was written before 
Mao's death last week, but its basic argu- 
ments hold. 

MF. Cohen believes that the United 


States ca devise anew type of guaran- 
ty"” for Taiwan to replace the formal se- 

curity pact that would have to be invali- 
dated by giving diplomatic recognition 
to Peking. Chinese authorities insist that 
they have the “Tight"” to use force in

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reunifying Taiwan with the mainland，yet 
they also:give clear indications 如 at they 
haveno intention of doing S0. 

One way of skirting'this dilemma，Mr， 
Cohen suggests，might be“a Sin0-Ameri- 
can agreement declaring the international 
waters and_airspace between Taiwan and 
mainland China a _ bilateral zone of peace 
and binding the two sides not to resort 
to force in this international area，but 
without spelling out the implications of 
this move for Taiwan.” 

Since -the United States_ Government 
and ejectorate would insist on reiterating 
a longstanding interest in Taiwan's se- 
curity，MFr- Cohen advocates aa “solemn 
policy declaration by the President” con- 
veying a_national commitment，Ppossibly 
strengthened by a Congressional resolu- 
tion “authorizing in advance any action 
in defense of Taiwan that might，at the 
discretion of the President，Pprove neces- 
Sarv.” He Suggests continuing military 
sales to Taiwan through private auspices. 

These proposals are more forthcoming 
toward the Taiwan reglime than many 
American Scholars, Such as Allen S$.. Whit- 
ing，a former State Department ,official 
now on the faculty of the University of 
Michigan，believe_ necessary. Mr， Cohen 
argued，however，that Taiwan enjoyed 
Continued Strong Support in this country， 
which no responsible political leader 
should underestimate.

'plans today for the staged removal 


of surplus animals from the 
blacktail deer herd on Angel 
Island in San Francisco Bay，. 

The herd，estimated at 200 to 
250 animals， has grown far 
beyond the capacity of the island 's) 
food supply to support it，and 
many of the animals now are on 
the verge of starvation and in- 
fested yith diseases and parasites. 

Directors Herbert Rhodes of the 
Department of Parks and Re- 
creation，which operates the site， 
and 卫 .C. Eullerton of the Depart- 
ment of Fish and Came，which is 
charged with care of wild ani- 
mals, concurred in SupPporting the 
Plan， 

CULL BASIS 

Beginning as soon as possibje， 
the _ announcement said，all but 
about 50 animals will be removed 
on a cull basis，Ppreserving the 
heajthiest deer. Biologists estimate 
that the island，once the vege- 
tation has a chafice to recover，camn 
support as many as 50 deer. 

Rhodes and Fullerton said they 
expect to have the project com- 
pleted by November 1. 

“We dont like the idea of killing 
animals any better than anyone 
else,”the officials said in the 
statement. “But its either kill 
them mercifully or let them starve 


slowly or die by inches of disease. 

“We have carefully considered 
possible alternatives and found 
that there are none， There is no 
jurisdiction for waiting any longer 
to do what we know must be 
done.” 

Culling the herd is considered 
the only practical solution，the 
announcement said, because mov- 
ingthe animals would only expose 
animajls at the new site to infect- 
ion and infestation and further 
depress the habitat at the reloca- 
tion Site. 

FishandGamepathologists,who 
extensively examined deer taken 
from the herd during August and 
earjier this month，reported they 
found several diseases and many 
internal and external parasites in 
the animals. 

Supplemental feeding of the 
surviving animals may be under- 
taken as part of a herd recovery 
program which would include 
treatment of diseases and 
parasites， The San Erancisco 
chapter of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animials 
has offered its support of such an 
effort.

Looking briefly ”at possible 
developments in economic policy 
following Mao's death，Johnson 
said,“China's developmental rec- 
ord is good, but not spectacular. 并 
has the capacity to grow more 
rapidly.” 

The radicals, however, fear that 
economic growth would take 
place at the cost of accepting 
greater inequalities in wealth， 
power and status in the Society.

“Watch the _ universities,” he 
said. In the past developments in 
the ， universities have been a 
bellwether of important changes 
in policy. Students，for instance， 
became the spearhead of a radical 
attack on party and government

TOUGHER 

In regard to foreign policy， 
Johnson said the Chinese， with an 
eye to the presidential election in 
this country，have been taking a 
tougher line recently on the 
Taiwan question. President Ford 
has made no new initiatives in this 
area、 What Jimmy Carter might 
do is an unknown，but Johnson 
said strong statements by the 
Chinese on their right to Taiwan 
might back Carter into a corner， 
should this issue come up in the， 
campaign.

IE Sino-Soviet relations do not 
improve after Mao's death，then 
this would indicate the cause of 
their dispute goes much deeper 
than differences between Mao and 
Khrushchev, Johnson said. 

DISPUTE 

The Sino-Soviet dispute grew 
out of sharp differences between 
Mao and the late Soviety leader 
Nikita Krushchev. It reached back 
to bitter lessons learned when the 
Chinese Communist Party was 
nearly destroyed as a result of 
following Stalin's policies in the 
1920's and early 1930's,， It deep- 
ened over complex questions of 
ideology，relations with capitalist 
countries， relations witp third 
world revolutionary movements 
and ultimately reached differences 
in the way socialism was being 
developed in _ each country. 了 or 
Mao, the Soviet Union became a 
negative lesson on how capitalism 
could creep back into a sociajist 
SOCiety， 

Increasingly isolated as a result 
of the split，the Chinese build up 
their nuclear program and moved 
to improve relations with this 
country. But Johnson is fearful the 
Chinese may now get back to- 
gether with the Russians，not to 
form an alliance，but to reduce 
tensions， Should this happen， 
Soviet forces and resources could 
be released to be deployed else- 
where，perhaps in Africa，the 
resent tension spot, Johnson said. 

In his view，Chinese calcula- 
tions may go this way: Worried 
about the course of American 
detente with the Soviet Union, the 
Chinese may doubt the American 
will to resist what they call 
social imperialism on the part of 
the Russians.“If Americans arent 
reliable and we cant afford a 
nuclear defense program (because 
it drains resources from economic 
development),，let's negotiate with 
the Russians,” 

TENDENCY 

Concerned about “a common 
tendency to project Western hopes 
and aspirations to China,， John- 
son said,“It is virtually impossible 
now to talk about Mao without 
having everything romanticizedq.” 
“All this commentary is wrong:” 
The_ Chairman was Mao .Tse- 
dung，not Mao Tse-tung.，The 
Long March，when the Chinese 
communists retreated from south 
China to a base in the northwest， 
occured before，not after the 
Japanese invasion，as NBC re- 
ported. Public expressions of grief 
are expected, not unusual.“What 
the Chinese have done So far is 
quite restrained, ”Johnson said. 

Although reluctant under these 
circumstances to be drawn into 
making early judgements on a 
complex figure， Johnson said， 
“Mao's record was not So good. I 
expect it to be downgraded.… 

While there are few certainties 
now about the situation in China， 
this question of Mao's record and 
achievements 一 as a revolutionary 
leader and thinker，a politican 
and statesman 一 is sure to be the 
subject of intense debates in the
